IiisjMictor Byrnes has no doubt that he 
ha.'i the ri^ht man, at whose door also is 
laid the death ul' .Tfihn Ciusnii. the Balti- 
more lawyer, and th»! daii;^erf)us wound- 
ing of five other men. The prisoner's 
name is Ilenrv <t. Dowd. He is well 
fonnecled. .-<> tar !i« his family is con- 
cenied, hut his habits have loiif^ wiadi' 
him a social outcast, and for two year;-, 
at lea.'^t. he has h;id no other Imme than 
the cheaii l()<l^;iiit,' houses on the Bowery 
afford. lit' is about forty-three years 
old and is lu lieved to ]>is insjine. 

Dowd's seventh > i( tim is a num named 
William .MHIcr. forty-five years old, of 
;!28 West Third street, whow.is walkimj 
aloiiK •lames sti t et in a drunken condi- 
tion. His throat was badly cat and he 
wa.>< taki n to the iiospital. 

Dowd was .•ii raii;necl M-st' Tday morn- 
infi: in a jwlice court and was from there 
remanded to the care of Ins))ec;or 
Byrnes. Inspector Byrnes tlien f^av 
the following' as the list of victims of 
the man who lia.s been dubbed by the 
police as ••.Ia<'k the Slasher," iM'cau.se of 
the peculiiir methods pur.sued by the 
criminal. 

John llellin, of :!1H Kast Kif^hteenth 
street, cut by .some person unknown on 
Dec. ;tO last. This was the first ca«e. 

Louis Lawson. of S Aibany Street:

All these crimes liappening in the 
same locality, w itli the victim.^ all l»eing 
cut in the same place, led the jxdice to 
believe that one man, evidently in.sane, 
was their author, and they accordinjily 
took e.xtra precautions to run down tii' 
midnight a.ssa.s«iii. Two score of detect- 
ives, under ' he i)ersonal 8aper>'ision of 
Inspector Byrnes, were placed about the 
infested district, with orders to keep a 
strict watch and to follow aay and all 
suspected persons. 

.Shortly after 'i o'clock yestetday 
morning cue of these otHcers, Detective 
Masterson. v.aa standing on the corner 
of New Chambers and Roosevelt street-s, 
when he saw a strange man appnuich 
him from the i)p|>osite si<ie of the street. 
Tlie st ranker had a handkerchief tied 
around his head which (Mirtially con- 
cealed his features. The man came 
close to the officer, peere<i in the latter 's 
face, evidently to see if he was dmnk, 
and then walked away. The officer fol- 
lowed at a resueetful distance. The 
man haunted all the neighboring thor- 
oughfares and when a Ixdated traveler 
approached, scanned liim closely. He 
mally stood in a dark doorway at the 
comer of Roosevelt and Oak streets, 
while the officer concealed himself a 
little further down the street. 

Soon a mca who from his staggering 
condition was e\'idently intoxicated 
came along. The stranger in the door- 
way immediately joined the drunken 
man, and af i«r a moment's conversation 
the two walked on together, with the 
officer, as l)efore, following some dis- 
tance behind. The stranger led the in- 
ebriated man through several streets 
and finally into James street, whi(^h ai>- 
peared to be deserted. In front of 86 of 
this street the pair stopped and the ofii- 
osr darted into a doorway. He was not 
a moment too soon, for the stranger 
gave furtive glances up and down the 
street, an^d then, tliinkmg he was alone 
with his victim, put one arm around the 
drunken man's neck and with the other 
he drew a razor across his throat. The 
drunken man dropped to the sidewalk 
without a itmggie while the essssstn 
darted away. ^ 

The officer by this time was in close 
pursuit and a lively chase followed. 
Other oificers who were signalled on the 
way took (lart in the pursuit with the 
result that at the comer of James and 
New Chambers streets they captuml 
their man. The man struggled some, 
but a tap from an officer's long night 
stick put an end to his reHisteiice. 
"When caught the prisoner had one hand 
in his overcoat pocket, and in this hand 
he had a rasor covered with blood. 
The prisoner was taken to the Oak 
street police station, which Inspector 
Byrnes bad made hia headqusrters dar- 
ina the night. 

In the meantime an ambulance had 
been called and the wounded man was 
transferred to the hospital. He had an 
ugly wound in his throat and was in a 
Mmi-oonscious condition, hut he man- 
aged to give bis name and address. At 
tS» station house the prisoner was close- 
ly qnestioned by the iiu«pector. He told 
very little, and this little was confliot- 
buf. HeatiUat admitted the onttiob, 
whiohjie said ba ^d la. ■alf-dafense, 



out afterwards ne contnuiict^^d this and 
said he knew nothing of the ikffair, an 1 
that he did not do the cutting. He was 
then locked up for the night. 

Alter his preliminary examination in 
the nolice vouri yesterday morning, 
Dowu, the came given by the slasher, 
was taken to Belle vue honiital, where 
Clark, the man who was cut on Jan. 9, 
is U-ing treated for the injuries inflicted 
by tlie slasher, Clark i)osilivHly identi- 
fied Dowd II.S the man who had assatilt- 
ed him. The pri.soner was then con- 
veyed to jKilice headquarters where he 
made a confession of his crimes, or some 
of them. He said that the impulse to 
kill under some liivurastances was un- 
controllable.

CHILIAN SITUATION. 

It Has If*l teproved by Beeent Develsp- 

ments. 

WAsiiiM.rnN, ,I;ui. IS The (^lilian 
situation has not Immti improved by the 
developments of tiir [i.ist few days whn h 
have just come to light. As was stated 
in the United Press dispatches a few 
days ago, the offensive note of Seuor 
Matta, minister of foreign affairs in the 
provisional government of Chili, despite 
the report to the contrary, had not then 
been withdrawn or disavowed. 

A dav or two ago, however, Senor 
Pedro Montt, the Chilian minister, was 
instructed by his home government to 
withdraw it, but it is understood that 
the offer of withdrawal wasaccompauieil 
by conditions or explanations by the 
Chilian goveniment which were un- 
satisfa< tory to the Unittnl States, Min- 
ister Kgan, it is said, was directed to 
communicate to Senor Peirera, minister 
of foreign ah'airs, the dissatisfaction of 
this Rovemment with the terms of the 
withdrawal, hut his interview with that 
oificial is said to have resulted in no 
moditication of the instructions to Senor 
Montt, which would render them ac- 
ceptable to the United States, 

No continuation can lie had of the re- 
port that Minister P^gan hius <'onininni- 
cated to President Harrison an iiitiina 
tion that the Chilian government is on 
the verge of dis.solntion and that this 
fact nreveiited the president from send- 
ing the Chilian correspondeiu e lo con- 
gress la.st week. It is most improbable, 
although the iM'lief that a i hange of 
ad.miiiist ration in Chili is a matter of 
a short time only, is held by some well 
informed jiersous in \Va«hingtoii, 

But Mr. Egan does not couiinunicate 
with President llarriKou: his dispatches 
are to the secretary of state and such a 
breach aa I'oiiimunicating with the jires 
idem direct would 1«' suHii ient reii,soii 
for his inimediate recall. Such a dis 
patch a« that indicated ha.s not lieen re- 
ceived at the department, at least the 
officials deny all knowle<lge of it. 

It is ejtiiected that orders will be sent, 
if they nave not already gone, to t^aii 
tain Evans, of the Yorktowii, to carry 
the refugees jtlaced aUjard the ship by 
Minister Egin to some convenient por' 
in Peru, but the e.xact destination will 
probably be left to the discretion of the 
Vorktowu's commander.

Canon Farrar 
preached in Westininster abbey to a 
multitude that thronged every foot of 
space. He touchinRly alluded to tin- 
loss which the royal family had suffered, 
and to the symiiathy which went out 
from all }rra<les to the Prince ai.d 
Princess of Wales, to the betrothed de- 
prive<l by death of the princely you ^ 
who had sought her haml in marriage, 
and to the venerable queen. The canon 
tpoke of the deceased— his pure ami 
blanieless < liaracter and his rincere 
efforts to lit )iini.''elf for the angust place 
which he would have occupied. 

In the churches of Dt.blin also the 
death of the duke was a th»'me witb 
nearly all the pastors. The lord lieu- 
tenant and his lady attended St. Pat- 
ricks, which was draped in inoaming. 
This and oth(>r Epiacopal charchee were 
more than usually thronged on Moonnt 
of the occasion. 

The Tenth Hussars has been ordered 
to England to attend the funeral of the 
Dnke of Clarence, who held the rank ot 
captain in this reKiment The duke 
waa alw> honorary colonel of the Fouiili 
retdi'M iit of cavalry, known as Prince 
AUh rl \ i< tor s guards. 

The cofiiu containing the body now 
feati in Smdringham church. No notice 
WM given of the time of removal. At 
10 o'clock on Friday night the great 
doors of the hall opened and the head 
■ervanta appeared oearing the cofBn. 
which they aolemnly carried to tL' 
diurcb. Tue officers of the hotuehoM 
aooompanied the proceosion. The ohoroh 
WW dnped in mourning, and the candles 
threw a flickering light on the soenA. 
Tliei9 was no ceremony, the coffin beii s 
laid on a raised platform, on which it 
will remain until the remoyal to Wind- 
sor on Wednesday morning. 

LYING IN STATE.

LoHOON, Jan. 18.— Not less than 50,000 
persons visited yesterday the body of 
Cardinal Manning, lying in state in the 
Chapelle Ardente in the cardinal's bouse 
at Westminster. Most of the vi-itors 
were working jx'ople. atid many ut tin .i 
t«>«tififd liy ifur.s to their aflet I ion Cor 
the departcil prelate, an atTection .ijipar- 
ently, whic ii iiad notJiing to de with re- 
hgioii. as It w a> evidentl)' all the large 
majority had conie ii rcsjiecti ve of relig- 
ious faith. Among the visitors were 
leaders of nearly every triule organizH- 
tion in Ijondon, and outside they could 
be heard exprcKsing in earnest tones 
their apiireciation of the dead cardinal's 
services t<^ the cause of lalxir. 

Chief Kablii Nathan M. Aiiler, alluded 
in his .services .Saturday to the breatith 
and humanit}' of CardLnal Manning's 
mind, and especially to his cordial sup- 
port of the effort to obtain amelioration 
of the condition of the persecuted He- 
brews of Rus.sia. In most of the 
churches and chaj>els there was some 
mention of the cardinal aa well as of the
